This  printer  isn'tthe 
fanciest.  It  doesn't  have  the  most  fea- 
tures. And,  it's  not  the  fastest. 

But,  it  uses  plain  paper  and  it's  super 

reliable.  It  prints  both  upper  and  lower 

case  characters.  And,  if  you  aren't  using 

a  printer  with  your  computer,  read  on. 

LISTING/INDEXES/LETTERS 

AND  MORE 

Experience  the  thrill  of  actually  writ- 
ing your  letters  and  reports  on  your  com- 
puter. Now  you'll  be  able  to  use  all  of 
your  computer's  word  processing  and 
correcting  capabilities  to  really  explore 
your  creative  talents. 

It's  easy.  Some  of  the  new  word  pro- 
cessing programs  are  so  'user  friendly' 
that  you  can  learn  to  use  them  in  just 
about  1 0  minutes.  Change  a  line,  change 
a  word,  move  a  line.  It's  all  just  a  push  of 
a  button  away. 

Are  data  bases  a  four  letter  word?  Not 
on  your  life.  Now  you  can  use  your  com- 
puter to  organize  all  your  telephone  num- 
bers, your  stocks,  stamps,  and  recipes.

But,  if  you've  never  typed  in  and 
run  a  program,  here's  the  easiest  one  I 
know.  Turn  on  your  computer. 

Commodore  Owners,  and  Atari  Owners, 
your  computer,  and  most  others  will  say 
'Ready'.  Just  push  Control  and  Reset  on 
an  Apple.  Then  type  the  following: 
10  PRINT  "DAK  IS  WONDERFUL" 
20  GOTO  10 
RUN 

You  should  type  a  carriage  return  at 
the  end  of  each  line.  Why  not  try  this 
program  now?  Next  time,  I'll  tell  you  how 
to  get  out  of  the  program,  and  maybe 
even  discuss  peeks  and  pokes. 

If  the  program  isn't  running,  type  LPRINT 
instead  of  PRINT  in  line  10. 

To  you  sophisticated  programmers, 
think  how  easy  your  life  will  be  when  you 


can  print  out  program  lists  that  you  can 
study  at  length. 

And,  you  won't  have  to  load  a  bunch  of 
disks  to  find  a  program  when  you  print 
out  a  menu  for  each  disk. 

WHY  BUY  A  CHEAP  PRINTER? 
OR,  THE  SALES  PITCH 
An  ad  in  several  August  computer  maga- 
zines listed  a  $149  thermal  printer  as 
the  lowest  priced   printer  in  the   U.S. 
Obviously  they  haven't  seen  this  printer. 

Imagine  a  50  character  per  second, 
plain  paper,  full  80  column  dot,  matrix  prin- 
ter with  a  built-in  standard  Centronics 
Parallel  Interface,  slashed  to  just  $1 29. 
Then  add  the  extras. 

This  printer  handles  plain  old  cheap 
standard  fanfold  pin  feed  computer  paper 
from  4.5"  to  9.5"  wide,  with  it's  built-in 
adjustable  tractor  pin  feed  drive. 

It's  so  powerful  you  can  even  use  two- 
part  forms  for  a  carbon  copy.  Plus,  there's 
an  impact  control  for  print  darkness. 

It  understands  and  prints  1 1  6  upper 
and  lower  case  characters,  numerals 
and  symbols.  And  that's  not  all. 

You  can  even  print  Double  Width  char- 
acters. And,  look  at  this.  This  printer 
has  full  graphic  capabilities  with  480 
dot  horizontal  resolution  and  63  dot  per 
inch  vertical  resolution.  So,  you  can  print 
out  your  pictures,  pie  charts  or  graphs. 

It  prints  1 0  characters  to  the  inch,  six 
lines  to  the  inch.  In  short,  it's  going  to 
make  typewriters  into  dinosaurs.  When 
hooked  to  your  computer,  you'll  never 
have  to  retype  anything  again.  If  you  find 
an  error,  just  make  the  correction  and  let 
the  computer  retype  your  work  for  you. 

The  printer  is  made  by  C.ITOH/ Leading 
Edge  in  Japan.  It's  built  to  really  take 
heavy  use.  But  in  the  unlikely  event  that 
it  should  need  service,  there  are  approx- 
imately 400  service  centers  nation  wide. 

It  takes  standard  long  life  inked  rib- 
bon cassettes  that  are  readily  available 
nation-wide.  This  is  a  printer  that  will 
give  you  many  years  of  continuous  reli- 
able service. 

AND  NOW  THE  BAD  NEWS 

If  you're  the  president  of  a  large  com- 
pany sending  important  business  letters, 
you  may  want  a  $1000  daisy  wheel  prin- 
ter. Butfor  most  uses,  dot  matrix  printers 
are  incredibly  faster,  less  expensive  and 
there  isn't  any  way  to  print  out  a  graph  or 
picture  on  a  daisy  wheel  printer. 

But,  there  are  two  things  you  need  to 
know  about  this  printer.  First,  it  has  about 
the  dumbest  name  I've  ever  seen. 

Its  built  tough  and  rugged  without  a 
lot  of  fancy  features.  So,  they  named  it 
The  Gorilla  Banana  Printer. 

The  second  thing  is  more  important. 
Like  many  dot  matrix  printers,  there  are 
no  descenders  on  lower  case  letters. 

The  letters  g,  j,  p,  q,  and  y  are  all  raised 
up.  They  are  perfectly  formed,  but  the 
whole  letter  sits  level  with  the  rest  of  the 
alphabet.  Upper  case  letters  are  unaf- 
fected and  so  are  symbols.  So,  if  you 
want  super  fancy  business  letters,  this 
printer  probably  isn't  for  you. 

But  for  social  letters,  term  papers  or 
reports,  programming  and  all  the  data 
bases  and  information  you'll  getthrough 
a  modem,  this  printer  is  perfect. 
COMPATIBLE  COMPUTERS 
Any  Computer  with  a  standard  Centron- 
ics parallel  port,  such  as:  Apple,  Frank- 
lin, IBM  PC,  TRS80,  Osborn,  Atari,  Com- 


modore VIC  20,  Commodore  64,  Kaypro, 
and  virtually  any  other  personal  com- 
puter. Plus,  most  briefcase  portables. 
FEAR  OF  INTERFACES? 

Your  computer  is  smart.  But,  it  doesn't 
know  how  to  'talk'  to  other  devices.  Thaf  s 
why  you  need  an  interface. 

An  interface  isn't  just  a  simple  cable. 
It's  actually  an  intelligent  translator  that 
lets  your  computer  talk  to  another  piece 
of  equipment.

It  trans- 
lates all  the  possible  letters  and  punctu- 
ation known  as  ASCII.  This  printer  under- 
stands 1 16  characters  and  symbols. 

A  second  type  of  interface  also  allows 
you  to  dump  pictures  or  graphics  from 
your  screen  or  memory.  This  is  more 
complicated  because  every  dot  must  be 
told  where  to  go.  This  interface,  or'driver 
program'  as  it  is  called,  is  available  in 
two  forms.  Built  into  an  interface  card,  or 
as  a  program  on  a  disk  whch  you  use  in 
conjunction  with  any  standard  interface. 

Either  way,  you'll  have  the  printer  op- 
erating in  just  a  few  minutes.  And  if  you 
already  have  a  printer,  the  same  Cen- 
tronics parallel  interface  and  cable  (about 
85%  of  all  printers  are  compatible)  should 
work  with  this  printer.

CD  audio  is  an 
awesome  advance  that  dwarfs  the  switch 
we  made  years  ago  from  78s  to  LPs. 

Imagine  listening  to  music  with  a  fre- 
quency response  from  5hz  to  20,000hz 
±0.5db.  Wow!  Imagine  sound  so  pure 
that  harmonic  distortion  is  just  0.003%. 
And,  if  you're  into  zeros,  flutter  and  wow 
is  "less  than  measurable  limits".

Here's  a  140  watt  (70  X2)  component  system  complete  with  a  pair  of 'Thunder  Lizard  Plus'  Speakers  that 
will  not  only  shake  the  foundations  of  your  home,  it  will  do  it  automatically.  And,  wait  till  you  see  our  price. 

The  sound  is  fabulous.  But,  you'd  expect 
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thunderously  vibrant  sound  from  a  Mon- 
sterous  System  like  this. 

Imagine  the  awesome  sound  you'll  ex- 
perience when  you  combine  BSR's'Thun- 
der  Lizard  Plus'  Speakers,  with  a  1 40  watt 
(70  X 2)  integrated  DC  servo  amp,  a  linear 
tracking  turntable,  a  quartz  PLL  synthe- 
sized tuner,  and  oh,  what  a  tape  deck. 
TAME  THE  MONSTER 

Before  we  look  at  the  specs,  because 
after  all  they're  the  only  sane  reason  to 
buy  a  good  system,  let's  see  just  what's 
so  'automatic'  about  this  system. 

The  linear  tracking,  DD  automatic  turn- 
table plays  both  sides  of  your  records. 
Just  select  the  tracks  on  both  sides  of 
your  records  in  the  order  that  you  want 
to  hear  them.  Tracks  from  both  sides  can 
be  intermixed.  Play  them  once  or  repeat 
them  over  and  over  again. 

MONSTER  RECORDINGS 

Now  that  you've  programmed  your  turn- 
table,  just  push  the  large  blue  button  on 
the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  the  tape 
deck.  And,  you've  entered  'CompuEdif . 

Your  newtape  deck  will  automatically 
start  as  the  needle  meets  the  groove  of 
the  first  track  of  the  record  you've  selec- 
ted. It  stops  at  the  end  of  each  track. 
Then  as  each  programmed  selection  be- 
gins, the  tape  will  start  again.  The  end 
result  is  a  cassette  copy  of  both  sides  of 
the  record,  flawlessly  recorded,  in  the 
sequence  that  you've  chosen. 

And,  by  the  way,  you  can  switch  the 
equalizer  on  the  DC  Servo  Integrated 
Amp  in  and  out  of  the  recording  loop. 

By  now  you've  probably  noticed  that 
this  isn't  an  ordinary  tape  deck.  But,  wait 
till  you  see  just  how  'non-ordinaiy  it  is. 

Obviously  it's  a  dual  deck  that  lets  you 
copy  cassettes  so  that  you  can  borrow 
cassettes  or  make  extra  copies  of  your 
own  tapes  for  your  car  or  pocket  stereo. 

But  look  at  all  this.  First,  there's  high 
speed  dubbing.

Plus,  'Auto- Relay  Play'  plays  a  cassette 
in  deck  A  and  then  one  in  deck  B.

well,  it's  a  great  sounding  AM  and  FM 
tuner  with  6  AM  and  6  FM  presets  that 
will  really  suck  in  stations. 
MONSTER,  NOT  MONSTEROUS  SOUND 

The  Integrated  Amp  features  DC  servo 
amplification  for  super  clean  sound.  It 
has  70  watts  per  channel  from  20-20Khz 
with  no  more  than  0.07%  TH  D.  It  has  a  to- 
tal frequency  response  from  1 0  to  60Khz 
and  a  signal  to  noise  ratio  of  1 0Odb. 

In  addition  to  its  5  band  equalizer  with

It's  a  fact.  You  can  tell  a  lot  about  your- 
self from  your  heart  rate.  You  can  eval- 
uate the  condition  you  are  in,  how  much 
stress  you  'are  under,  and  how  hard  you 
should  be  exercising. 

Think  about  it  How  fast  does  your 
heart  beat  when  you  climb  a  flight  of 
stairs?  And  how  long  does  it  take  foryour 
heart  rate  to  return  to  normal? 

Well,  if  you're  at  all  like  me,  you  may 
be  a  little  out  of  shape.  While  I'm  only 
37,  several  friends  of  my  own  age  have 
recently  had  heart  attacks.  And  frankly, 
I'm  getting  just  a  bit  worried. 

You  see,  I  am  getting  past  the  point 
where  I  can  simply  say,  "I'll  get  back  into 
shape  next  year." 

So,  whether  you're  a  long  distance 
runner(this  is  the  ultimate  jogging  com- 
panion), or  just  a  few  pounds  overweight 
like  I  am,  your  heart  rate  will  give  you  a 
picture  ofyour  heart  and  body's  condition. 

Now  you  can  take  your  heart  rate  any- 
time, anywhere  with  the  newest  in  so- 
phisticated electronic  pulse  takers.

A  puppy  may  be  man's  best  friend. 
Woof,  Woof.  .  .But,  now  I've  got  a  new 
friendyou  can  add-on  toyourstereosys- 
tem  that  doesn't  need  to  be  taken  on 
walks,  washed  or  fed.  But,  it  makes  a 
great  cocktail  table  for  you  when  you're 
being  fed,  and  oh  what  a  woof  it  has. 

GREAT  SOUND  FOR  EVERYONE 

It's  called  a  Subwoofer.  And,  normally 
it  is  the  beloved  pet  of  only  the  most 
ardent  audiophiles.

Before  I  tell  you  exactly  how  mar- 
velous your  stereo  will  sound  when  you 
connect  this  Subwoofer  to  it,  there  are 
two  things  you  should  know. 

First,  you'll  be  getting  your  new  friend 
at  a  large  discount.

And  Second,  you  won't  have  to  worry 
about  paying  vet  bills.

It  is  this  difference  in  movements  that 
causes  both  the  bass  to  be  weak  or  non- 
precise,  and  the  midrange  to  become 
muddy.  Even  the  best3-way  systems  fall 
prey  to  these  problems.

It  has  a  specially  engineered  crossover 
network  that  sends  frequencies  above 


1  20hz  to  your  regular  speakers  and  re- 
produces just  the  mammoth  movement 
frequencies  from  1  20hz  down  to  29hz 
with  a  special  floor  firing  dual  wound 
super  woofer.

sensitivity  is  92db  at  1  watt  at  1  meter).

But,  before  we  get  into  all  the  specs, 
let's  look  at  all  the  control  you'll  have.

The  most  obvious  addition  to  this  re- 
ceiver is  the  7  band  graphic  equalizer.

Most  receivers  rate  their  30  to  15,- 
OOOhz  FM  frequency  response  specifica- 
tions plus  or  minus  3db.  Sansui  rates  its 
FM  receiver +0.3db,  -0.5db.  Wow.  Add 
an  80db  signal  to  noise  ratio  and  you'll  see 
justwhythis  FM  tuner  sounds  so  terrific. 

The  tuner  section  is  actually  two  tuners 
in  one.  Since  FM  stations  are  often  very 
close  together  on  the  dial,  most  manu- 
facturers must  make  their  selectivity  at 
the  IF  stage  relatively  narrow.  And,  unfor- 
tunately, distortion  is  increased. 

Sansui  has  two  separate  IF  tuner  bands. 
Wide  for  when  there  is  no  adjacent  sta- 
tion interference,  and  narrow  for  areas 
of  your  dial  where  stations  are  close 
together.

WHAT  IS  FEEDFORWARD  ANYWAY? 

Sansui's  Feedforward  circuitry  was 
actually  derived  from  a  theory  developed 
back  in  1928  at  Bell  Laboratories. 

Unfortunately,  until  now,  only  the  stand- 
ard negative  feedback  system  has  been 


practical.  But  with  new  integrated  cir- 
cuitry, a  theory  has  become  a  reality. 

The  Feedforward  system  significantly 
reduces  every  type  of  known  distortion, 
including  harmonic,  intermodulation, 
switching,  crossover,  TIM  and  envelope. 
The  patent-pending  system  combines 
the  advantages  of  both  feedforward  theory 
and  negative  feedback  circuitry.
